Rewards for Music. 


Musical amateurs will read with a great 
deal of interest the awards of the adjudica- 
tors under the Carnegie United Kingdom 
Trust scheme for encouraging British com- 
posers in the practice of their art. ~The 
conditions of the scheme were amnounced 
five months ago. They provided. that 
the awards should be made annually in re- 
spect of compositjons which, in the opinion 
of the adjudicators, ‘constitute the most , 
valuable contributions to the art of 
music”; that one or more awards might 
be made in any year, but that in no year 
should the number exceed six.

ENEMY AT ST. QUENTIN, 

M. Marcel Hutin writes in the Erho de J’aris: 

The assault, conducted with such splendour 
and dash by our soldiers forming the right 
wing north of Moy, has had the result of throw- 
ing into the three lines of the Boches’ trenches 
a state of almost phenomenal panic, and the 
whole of the occupants decamped as speedily as 
possible from the farm of La Folie. on the St.

Russian Official—Western  Front.-—After 
heavy artillery preparation, partly with shells 
charged with chemicals, the Germane took the 
offensive and occupied a part of our trenches 
east of Plakanen, south of Riga. The

“Ten of our aeroplanes made a flight in the 
direction of Sokal, and dropped bombs on the 
station depóta of the railway in the neighbour- 
hood of the village of Kuty, south-west of 
Svinuiki, and also on eeveral other points 
occupied by enemy troops. 

Rumanian Front.—In the direction of the 
Bistritza the enemy, after artillery preparation, 
attempted to attack our positions between the 
Jakobeni-Valeputna high road and the rail- 
way line, but was thrown back by our rifle and 
gun fire. 

On April 4, after heavily bombarding the 
sector of our position between the mouth of 
the River Rimnic and the village of Kredjeni, 
the enemy twice attacked our trenches south 
of tthe village of Gerletchi. On both occasions 
was beaten back by our rifle and artillery 
ire. 

Caucasian Front:—There has been reciprocal 
firing. 

Black Sea.—Our seaplanes, under fire from 
the enemy's battery, carried out an aerial attack 
on the Bosphorus. Having successfully dropped 
bombs on the fartifications, all our machines 
returned to their vessels. 

Rumanian Official,—Thursday.—On the Sereth 
there was a reciprocal artillery bombardment, 
chiefly in the region of Garliski Vadeni and the 
Bugeachill. On the Danube we drove off 
several boats which attempted to cross the St. 
George arm in the direction of Tulcea. 

German Officiai—Friday.—Front of Prince 
Leopold of Bavaria—South of Riga, near Illuxt, 
at Tobody, and on the Zlota Lipa and Nara- 
jovka, as well as south of Stanislau, the Russian 
artillery fired a large number of shells against 
our positions. A Russian attack launched after 
a blasting operation against the Popiliecha 
height (south-west of Brzezany) failed. 

During the capture of the Russian bridge- 
head at Tobody and on the Stokhod on April 
3rd 130 officers and 9,500 rank and file fell into 
our hands, as well as 15 guns, about 150 
machine guns and mine-throwers, and war 
material of all kinds. 

Army Group of von Mackensen—The position 
is unchanged. 

Austrian Official—Apart from a few success- 
ful operations on the part of our thrasting 
troops, there is nothing to report.

PRESIDENT WILSON’S 
PROCLAMATION. 


OFFICIAL TEXT. 


GENEROUS ATTITUDE TO 
ALIENS.

MEASURES OF SAFETY. 

(REUTER’S TELEGRAM.) 

The text of the proclamation which Presi- 
dent Wilson signed yesterday 13 as follows :— 
- Whereas, the Congress of the United States, 
in the exercise of the constitutional authority 
vested in them, have resolved by a joint re- 
solution of the Senate and of the House of Re- 
presentatives, bearing date this day, that a 
state of war between the United States and 
the Imperial German Government, which has 
been thrust upon the United States, is hereby 
formally declared; 

And whereas it is provided, in Section 4.067 
of the Revised Statutes, as follows—‘‘ When- 
ever there is declared war between the United 
States and any foreign nation or Government, 
or any invasion or predatory incursion is perpe- 
trated, attempted, or threatened against the 
territory of the United States by any EE 
nation, the Government and the President make 
public proclamation of the event, and all native 
citizens or subjects of the hostile nation or 
Government, being male, of the age of 14 
years and upwards, who shall be within the 
United States, and not actually naturalised, 
shall be liable to be apprehended, restrained, 
secured and removed as alien enemies; the 
President is authorised in any such event by 
his proclamation thereof, or other public acts, 
to direct the conduct to be observed on the part 
of the United States towards aliens who e 
so liable, and the manner and degree of the re- 
straint whereto they are subject; and in what 
cases, and upon what security their residence 1s 
permitted; and to provide for the removal of 
those who, not being permitted to reside within 
the United States, refuse or neglect to depart 
therefrom: and to establish any such regulation 
which is found necessary, in the premises, an 
for the public safety; 

And os by Sections 4,068, 4,069 and 4,070 
of the Revised Statutes, further provision 1s 
made relative to alien enémies. 

Now. therefore, I, Woodrow Wilson, President of 
the United States of America, do hereby pro- 
claim, to all whom it may concern, that a 
state of war exists between the United States 
and the Imperial German Government, and do 
specially direct all officers, civil and military, of 
the United States that they exercise vigilant 
zeal in the discharge of duties incident to such 
a state of, war; and do, moreover, earnestly ap- 
peal to all American citizens, that they, in 
loyal devotion to their country, dedicated from 
its foundation to the principles of liberty and 
justice, do uphold the laws of the land, and 
give undivided and willing support to those 
measutes which may be adopted by the Co»- 
stitutional authorities in prosecuting the war to 
a successful issue, and obtaining a secure and 
just peace. 
ATTITUDE TO ALIENS. 

And, acting under, and by virtue of, the 
authority vested in me py the Constitution of 
the United States, and the said sections of the 
Revised Statutes, [ do hereby further proclaim 
and direct that the conduct to be observed on 
the part of the United States towards all 
natives, citizens, denizens, and subjects of Ger- 
many, being male, of the age of tourteen and 
upwards, who shall be within the United States, 
not actually maturalised, and who, for the pur- 
pose of this proclamation, and under such sec- 
tions of the Revised Statutes, shall be termed 
alien enemies, shall be as follows :— 

All alien enemies are enjoined to. preserve 
‘owards the United States, and to refrain 
the public safety, and 
violating the laws of the United States, and of 
the States and territories thereof, and to re- 
frain from actual hostilities, and from giving 
information, aid, and comfort to the enemies 
of the United States, and to comply strictly 
with the regulations which are hereby, and 
which may be from time to time, promulgated 
| So long as they shall conduct 
themselves in accordance with the law they will 
be undisturbed in the peaceful pursuit of their 
lives and occupations, and will be accorded 


+ | the consideration due to all peaceful and law- 
re 


abiding persons, except in so far as restrictions 
may be necessary for their own protection and 
the safety of the United States. And toward 
such alien enemies as conduct themselves in 
accordance with the Jaw, all citizens of the 
United States are enjoined to preserve the 
peace, and treat them with all such friendliness 
as may be compatible with loyalty and al- 
legiance to the United States. And ail alien 
enemies who fail to conduct themselves as so 


scribed by law, shall be liable to restraint, or 
to give security, or to remove and depart from 
the United States in the manner prescribed by 
Sections 4069 and 4070 of the Revised Statutes, 
and the prescribed regulations duly promulgated 
by the President. 

REGULATIONS FOR PUBLIC SAFETY. 

And, pursuant to the authority vesied in me, 
[ hereby declare and establish the following 
regulations, which I find necessary in the pre- 
mises, and for the public safety :— 

(1) An alien enemy shall not have in his pos- 
session, at .any time or place, any fire. 
arms, weapons, implement of war, or component 
parta thereof; ammunition, Maxim or other; 
silencer of arms, explosives, or materiel used in 
the manufacture of explosives. 

(2) An alien enemy shall not have in his 
possession, at any time. or place, or use or 
operate, any aircraft, wireless apparatus, or 
any form of signalling device, or any form of 
cipher code, or any paper document, or book, 
written or printed in cipher, or in which there 
may be invisible writing. 

(3) All property found in the possession of an 
alien enemy, in violation of the foregoi ag regu- 
lations, shall be subject to semure by the 
United States. 

(4) An alien enemy shall not approach or be 
found within one and a half miles of a Federal 
or State fort, camp, arsenal, aircraft station, 
Government or naval vessel, Navy yard, factory, 
or workshop for the manufacture of munitions 
of war, or of any products for the use of the 
Army or the Navy. 

(5) An alien enemy shall not write, print,. or 
publish any attack or threat against the Go- 
vernment or the Congress of the United States 

either branch thereof—or against ‘the mea- 
sures of policy of the United States, 
or against the persons or property of 
any person in the military, naval, 
or civil service of the United States; 
er of the States, territories, .or district of 
Columbia, or of the municipal government 
therein. 

(6) An alien enemy shall not commit or ‘abet 
any hostile acts against the United States, or 
give information to aid or comfort its enemies. 

(T) An alien enemy shall not reside in, or con- 
tinue to reside in, remain in, or enter any 
lecality which the President may from time to 
time designate by Executive Order as a pro- 
hibited area, wherein residence by an alien 
enemy should be found by him to constitute a 
danger to the public peace or the safety of the 
United States, except by permit from the Presi- 
dent, and except under such limitations and 
restrictions as the President may prescribe, 

(8) An alien enemy whom the President shall 
have reasonable cause to believe to be aiding, 
or about to aid, the enemy, or tobe at large 
to the danger of the public peacé or the infole 
of the United States, or to have violated, or be 
about to violate, any of these regulations, shall 
remove to any location designated by the 
President by Executive Order, and shall not re- 
move therefrom without a permit, or shall de- 
part from the United States if so required by 
the President. - 

(9) No alien enemy shall depart from the 
United States until he shall have received 
such permit as the President may prescribe, 
or except under an order of a eourt, judge, or 
justice, under Sections 4069 and 4070 of the 
Revised Statutes. 

(10) No alien enemy shal! land in, or enter 
the United States, cacept under such restric 
tions, and at such places as the President may 
prescribe. 

(11) If necessary to prevent the violation of 
regulations, all alien enemies shall be obliged 
to register. 

(12) An alien enemy, when there may be 
reasonable cause to believe that he is aiding, 
or about to aid, an enemy, who iw at large to 
the danger “of the public peace, or safety, or 
who violates, or attempts to violate, or whereof 
there is reasonable ground to believe he is 
about to Violate any, regulation to. be promul- 
gated by the President, or any criminal] law 
of the United States, or the States and terri- 
tories thereof, will be subject to summary 
arrest by the United States Marshal, or his 
deputies, or by such other officers as the 
President may designate; and to confinement in 
such penitentiary, prison, gaol, military camp, 
or other place of detention as may be dir 
by the President. . 

This Proclamation, and the regulations 
therein contained, shall extend and apply to 
all land and water, Continental or insular, in 
any way within the jurisdiction of the United 
States.

The Daily Telegraph says :—The sword of the 
last remaining neutral among the Great Powers 
is drawn, not only im its own quarrel, but in 
that of the Allies against the foul thing of 
which mankind must be rid.

Re- 
presenting, as ii does, the resolution of the 
great mass of the nation, says the Alorning 
Post, the decision of Congress is the greatest 
event which has occurred since the outbreak of 
ihe war itself, That decision is at once the 
trimmph and the justification of the many 
ardent and loyal friends of the Allies in 
America, who, in their capacity as private 
citizens, through good repute and evil, in de- 
spite of hope deferred, of misunderstanding and 
doubt, have throughout the war fought and 
toiled for the. cause of civilisation with so 
splendid an enthusiasm. The vast moral effect 
of the accession of the most powerful neutral 
country, a country of a free demoqpacy, to 
the cause of the Allies is so immense thai it 
can no more be estimated to-day than the ulti- 
mate result of the revolution in Russia can be 
foretold. 

AMERICA’S CRUSADERS. 

The President signed the War Resolution at 
1.13 this afternoon (6.13 English time), which 
marks the formal hour of America’s entrance 
into the conflict, says Mr. J. W. Mason, the 
New York correspondent of the London Daty 
Express. Before being sent to the White House 
the Resolution was signed by Speaker Clark, 


The Presi 
dent immediately issued a Proclamation de- 
claring that a state of war exisis with Ger- 
many.”

MESSAGE 


TO THE AMERICAN PEOPLE, 


TRIBUTE’ TO PRESIDENT 
WILSON. 


Mr. Lloyd. George received a number of 
American Press representatives at 10 Downing 
street yesterday evening, and, on behalf oí the 
Imperial War Cabinet, sent the following mes- 
sage to the American people:—_ . E 

America has at one bound becomé a world- 
power in a sense she never was before. Sho 
waited until she found a cause worthy of her 
traditions. The American people held back 
until they were fully comvinced the fight was 
not a sordid scrimmage for power and posses- 
sions, but an unselfish struggle to overthrow a 
sinister conspiracy i human liberty and 
huinan right. Onee that conviction was reached, 
the great, Republic of the West has leaped into 
the arena, and she stands now side by side 
with the European democracies, who, bruised 
and bleeding afuer three years of grim conflict, 
are still fighting the most savage foe that ever 
menaced the freedom of the world. 

The glowing phrases of the President's noble 
deliverancé ‘illuniine the “hofikón afd make 
clearer than ever the goal we are striving to 
reach. There are three phrases which will stand 
out for ever in the story of this crusade. The 
first is that “ the world must be safe for demo- 
cracy” ; the next, “ The menace to peace and 
freedom lies in the existence of autocratic Go- 
vernments, backed by organised force, and is 
controlled wholly by their will and not by the 
will of their people ’’ ; and the crowning phrase 
is that in which he declares that " a steadfast 
concert for peace can never be maintained ex- 
cept by the partnership of democratic nations.” 
These words represent the faith which inspires 
and sustains our people in the tremendous sacri- 
fices they have made, and are still . making. 
They also believe that the unity and peace of 
mankind can only rest upon dem: racy, upon 
the right of those who submit to authority, to 
have a voice in their own government, upon 
respect for the rights and liberties of nations, 
both great and small, and upon the universal 
dominion of public right. To all of these the 
Prussian military autocracy is an implacable 
foe. The Imperial War Cabinet, representative

MESSAGE, 


THE PRESIDENT’S SPEECH. 

Mr. Asquith has addressed the following 
message to the American people :— 

There is not a man among us who does not 
breathe more freely now that he knows that, 
through the action of the President and Con- 
gress of the United States the whole English- 
speaking race are to fight as comrades, side by 
side, in the most momentous struggle in history. 
The President's speech will live in the annals 
of eloquence as a worthy and noble ex- 
position of the grounds and the aims of a 
great national resolve. The people of the 
United States have been forced, as the United 
Kingdom was forced, into a struggle which in 
neitner case was of our own seeking. They 
have realised, as we have realised, that the 
cho.ce lay between peace with humiliation and 
wa. with honour. There was no middle course, 
for armed neutrality, as the President points 
out with irresistible cogency, affords no secure 
or tolerable foothold. ‘[he provocation offered 
in the two cases was different, but in both the 
challenge was one which neither nation could 
refuse to take up without the sacrifice of its 
self-respect and without a betrayal of the 
sacred trust which is imposed upon ail free 
peoples to uphold the defence of liberty and 
humanity. 

Never have the fundamental issues which are 
at stake been stated with more precision or 
with a greater elevation of thought and 
language than im the President’s address. The 
present German warfare, he points out, is a 
war against all nations, and the animating 
motive of the Allies, by whose side he invites 
his fellow-countrymen to range themselves, is 
not vindictiveness, but vindication—the vindi- 
vation of those human rights which are the com- 
mon interest and the national bond of the whole 
family of civilised societies. To this great pur- 
pé the American people now. dedicate their 
lives and fortunes, as we have already dedicated 
ours, conscious that they are listening to and 
obeying one of those supreme calls which come 
but rarely in histery, but which, when they 
come, soumd in 
freemen with the note of ah imperious com- 
mand. The President urges upon his fellow- 
citizens the utmost practical co-operation in 
council with the Allies, and promises every form 
of effective help that America can provide. We 
on this side of the Atlantic acknowledge his 
appeal and assurance with profound sympathy 
and gratitade. While we have never presumed 
to dictate or even suggest to our kinsmen in 
the United States what their course should be, 
we have in our heart of hearts longed that the 
time might come when their strength would be 
joined with ours in a struggle so consonant to 
all that is best im our common instincts and 
traditions. That day has now dawned, and we 
believe its sun will not set until the two great 
English-speaking democracies can rejoice to- 
gether as fellow-workers and fellow-combatants 
at the triumph of freedom and right.

CONTROLLER’S NEW ORDER. 

The Food Controller last night issued the 
promised Food-hoarding Order making it un- 
lawful for any person to acquire any food in 
such quantities that the amount in his posses- 
sion or under his control at any time exceeds 
what is required for the ordinary use and con: 
sumption in his household or éstablishment. Hi 
is further made an offence for dealers to sel! 
articles where they have reason to believe the 
amount permitted to the purchaser will thereby 
bs exceeded. The Order excludes articles of 
food held by producers, dealers, and manufac 
turers, also home-made articles of food and 
materials reasonably necessary in the ordinary 
course of such production. Power of entry 
upon premises is limited to such, persons as are 
specially duthorised, in writing, by the Food 
Controller. | 

A further Order has been made under the 
Tea (Net, Weight) Order, 1917, by which, after 
the Ist July next, tea sold retail in quantities 
of two ounces or more must be sold by net 
weight and in’ ounces or pounds, or multiples 
thereof, and after that date any weight stated 
on a packet must be the true net weight. 
After May Ist it 1s unlawful to affix any state- 
ment as to weight to any package of tea xcept 
the true net weight.

Writing to-night, the French expert com-

The battle for St. Quentin, therefore, is, al- 
most for the first time in the whole course of 
this war, a baitle in which a well-known town 
has a true strategic meaning, quite apart from 
any political importance it may possess, and 
we can judge success or failure by the retention 
or the loss of a place which is not fortified, 
which means nothing of what towns used to 
mean in the old wars. but which from its 
situation in his line is vital and determinant. 

St. Quentin lies in a sort of shallow cu 
north-west of the little stream which is stil 
called the Somme, and which is one of the 
head- waters of that river, about five miles be- 
low its source. It a large manufacturing 
town and of special traigh importance from 
the fact that it is the meeting place of seven 
great main roads and a great number of gmall 
ones, It is at the same. time the junction 
which several railways (light railways and single 
lines) make with the great international trunk 
line between Paris and Berlin. 

If one may venture a suggestion, it hardly 
seems possible that the decision should arrive 
at the point where the “ pivot’’ is menaced, 
that is, at the Laon end. The menace is there 
so glaring and obvious that the enemy could 
not commit the fault of neglecting it. Nor is 
it at all impossible for him to “ refuse '’—that 
is withdraw—the end of his line by Laon and 
still to maintain himself. He would lose the 
advantage of the high and badly cut up and 
wooded ground upon which he had been de- 
pending, but he would still maintain his hinge 
unbroken—though he would have withdrawn 
it for safety. He would at the same time 
lessen the sharpness of his angle when his new 
line meets his old one. 

But in the matter of St. Quentin it is other- 
wise. You must there hold the town if you 
can or lose the whole line. It is no good 
merely retiring, for if you do the whole line 
is bent. Of course, he has ample local reserves. 
if he thinks his new line so vital to all the rest 
of the war that the possession of it is worth 
great losses in mon, he can counter-attack there 
and save that line for a short time. But he is 
handicapped by two things: first, by the now 
patent fact that he miscalculated the rate of 
the pursuit, and, secondly, by the fact that he 
can never have intended the St. Quentin line 
to be permanent. That is, he had no intention 
of holding it until he might (as he hoped) call 
a “ draw ” at the end of the war. 

The St. Quentin line may be compared on a 
much larger scale to what the Bapaume Ridge 
was a month ago. He did not then think it 
worth while to lose a great number of men in 
a last desperate effort to hold the Bapaume 
Ridge, though he certainly intended (as his 
quite recent works proved when the Allies 
reached them and could examine them in detail) 
to hold that ridge for some considerable time 
while he was retiring behind it. He was shot 
off it in spite of himself. He was, therefore, 
compelled to his firet retirement under condi- 
tiers more pressed that he desired. Now if 
he loses St. Quentin, and with it the whole of 
the St. Quentin line, he will only be repeating 
this piece of misfortune upon a large scale. 
He will be losing—with very grent consequences 
in the necessity of a further much larger retire- 
ment—a line evhich he intended to hold for 
some considerable time. It is for him to judge 
whether he will, in this his last year of full 
activity, use the men necessary to save that, 
line. Tt is a dilemma, for he does not know 
into what experditure he may not be drawn, 
and he knows that evervthine lost here is lost 
for good—for his losses of this vear, 1917, can 
never be made up. If he has prepared a great 
offenvive elsewhere in the immediate future, 
he will, perhaps. very unwillingly, sacrifice his 
St. Quentin line for fear of losine more in try- 
ing to hold it. If he nlumps for holding it 
the Allies will make him pay a very heavy 
nrice, the extent of which he rannot now enl- 
eulate. In either case he is suffering the initia- 
tive of his opponents.

Sik,—Uwing vv iliness | was unavie to attend 
the meeting the City of Dublin Unionist 
Association on the 30th ult., at which the re- 
solution of protest was passed against the 
breach of the truce which had been entered into 
that the question of a so-calied settiement of 
the irish, or iiome Kule, question would be 
abandoned until after the war. 1 was strongly 
in tavour of the resolution, which was dratted 
and unanimously recommended for adoption, by 
& committee selected to arrange the procedure 
for the annual general meeting of the Associa- 
tion. I did not anticipate any opposition to 
this declaration of the opinions which are un- 
doubtedly held by the overwhelming majority 
of the members, and | was surprised that even 
four out of a large meeting dissented from it. 
lt was not carried, as Messrs. Good, Blood, and 
Inglis, appear to convey in their joint letter of 
Wednesday last, by merely a majority, but by 
an overwhelming majority, who, 1 dare say, 
believe, like myself, that the only true settle- 
ment is to apply the law impartially, justly, 
and firmly in ireland, the same as in Kngland, 
both countries being integra] parts of a great 
Empire. 

lt cannot be denied that there has been a 
breach of the truce—a compact solemniy en- 
tered into by the Government—and I cannot 
conceive how any true Unionist could object to 
the resolution of protest passed by an organisa. 
tion established for the purpose of protecting 
Unionist interests at a time when all our 
energies and efforts should be directed to the 
one object of bringing the war to the earliest 
possible conclusion. When these proposals of a 
‘ setilement ” were sprung by the Government 
before, it was-proved that no question of Im- 
perial necessity was involved, and that it was 
one purely of political subterfuge to ease the 
Government in Parliament. It is so with the 
present ill-timed movement. On the previous 
occasion the negotiations ended in a failure, 
and; if there be future negotiations—for none 
has taken place up to the present, so far as 
[rish Unionists are concerned-—I believe they are 
also sure to result in failure. If negotiations 
aro taking place, why are they within doors 
closed to Irish Unionisis? It may be that a 
few Protestant, Home Rulers have secretly got 
the ear of certain members of the Government, 
but such action would be repudiated by al! who 
desire to see England and Ireland united in a 
common causé, and by all who believe that 
Home Rule could only prove disaetrous to both 
countries. Any proposed “ settlement” can 
only consist of some form of Home Rule, 
acoording to general opinion. I yield to no one 
in being willing to abide by any sacrifice that 
will bring this terrible war to an end; but it is 
absurd to say that conceding Home Rule, wi! 
out a provision of conscription for Irelan:! 
(which the Government will not propose), will 
have an effect on the present hostilities in

CHURCH OF IRELAND REFORM. 
TO THE BDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Siz,—The prime duty of a living Church is to 
provide a living wage for her ministers, This 
is clear from Seripture and experience: '' Even 
so did the Lord ordain, that they who proclaim 
the Gospel should live of the Gospel.’’ “The 
plainest lesson of history is that character is 
the greatest national asset; that without it 
numbers, wealth, and science cannot avert ruin. 
Witness Germany to-day. The influence of a 
godly pastor and his family on a parish is price- 
O88. 

The Bishops of Killaloe and Down have done 
well in showing the need of a living wage and 
the folly of delay. Their method is to have 
ur ' paroohial and diocesan monies, as far as 
possible, thrown into a common fund, and ad- 
ministered by a central body .... . for the 
benefit of the whole Church.” This cheap 
scheme. has also naturally been strongly sup- 
ported in the Press. Yet it means the deletion, 
not only of the 21 diocesan mes—solemu 
contracts, ratified after years of thought, bo- 
tween the Representative Body and the dioceses 

but of the 1,100 odd equally solemn contracts 
between the dioceses and their parishes, besides 
multitudinous truste, It would financially dis- 
franchise the General Synod—the new body is 
to be lay—also the diocesan synods and coun- 
cils, one of whose chief functions is finance. It 
would deprive bishops, cathedral chapters, and 
other dignitaries, of security of present income. 
It would kill future benefactions by destroying 
stability. 

At Disestablishment & somewhat similar 
scheme—a general sustentation fund—was pro- 
posed, and would have been carried but for 
the opposition of two dioceses, Down and Cork. 
The former thought that ite numbers—about 
one-fourth of the Church—would preclude risk ; 
the latter, that by amation higher 
stipends could be secured. hus the scheme 
was wrecked. The present scheme has wrought 
almost miracles. Disestablishment left the 
Church with half-a-million, the life services of 
her clergy, and the fabries of her churches. Now 
her asaets, including glebes, approach ten mil- 
lions. Experience proves that more is given

SUMMER EXCURSION RAILWAY 
FACILITIES. 

A meeting cf tho representatives of the 
principa, Uisier watering places and health 
resorta was he'd yesterday in the Central Hall, 
Belfast, with a view to taking united action to 
endeavour to secure the usual excursion trains 
and railway fares for lrish watering places and 
health resorts. Mr. J. MeMeekin, J.P., Chair- 
man of the Bangor Urban Council, presided, 
and Mr. Wm. J. Cunningham, Town Clerk, 
Portrush, was appcinted Hon. Secretary of the 
meeting. Representatives from the following 
Councils were present’—Bangor, Bundoran, 
Donaghadee, Larne, Newcastle, Portrush, Port- 
stewart, and Warrenpoint. Communications | 
were read from urban oc uncils représentative of | 
the principal watering places and health resorts .b 
of the other three provinces expressing A desire | E 
io join in the effort and co-operate with the t 
objects of the meeting. 

Ir. William Johneon, solicitor, one of the 
Warrenpoint representatives, in addressing the 
meeting, pointe out that, while the war had 
brought great prosperity to industrial and agri- 
enltural districts in LTreland, Irish watering 
places and health rescrts, especially those 
largely dependent upon the English and Seotch 
tourists, had been very severely injured, and if 
the limited revenue the Irish health resorts and 
watering places now received from Irish summer 
visitere wae réduced by the withdrawal of the 
yeual Irish railway summer éxcursion trains and 
fares, it would occasion considerable distress 
and suffering to many small traders, proprie- 
tors of boarding and lodging-houtes, and

Plotters’ ‘ Holiday.”—Some holders of 
allotment plots in the suburbs yesterday may 
be said to have enjoyed the equivalent of a 
“ 'bus-man'a holiday,” inasmuch as numbers 
of them, free from city work, and having 
nothing to do on their own allotments, man- 
fully went to work on the reservations of their 
neighbours or friends in other parts of Dublin. 
Thus, some Rathfarnham tillers spent their 
holiday digging up in Drumcondra, whilst 
Drumcondra amateur agriculturists migrated to 
pastures new, where they gave sound advice 
and practical assistance to friends engaged in 
putting in crops.

PATHETIC STORY OF 
SOLDIER'S HOME-COMING.,

A smart young private of the Royal Welsh 
Fusiliers, named Harry Carrington, charged at 
the Guildhall, London, on Thursday with being 
an absentee without leave from his regiment, 
stationed at Sigewell, near Leiston, East 
Suffolk, told Mr. Alderman Moore a pathetic 
story. 

He said that’ he had received 'a pass from his 
superior officer to go home to Wales to visit 
his wife, who was very ill. When he reached 
home he found shé was dead. He communicated 
with the commanding officer, and received a 
telegram giving him an extension of leave to 
attend the funeral. By accident he burnt the 
telegram. He came up by train to Liverpool 
street, intending to proceed to his regiment. 
He went to the Soldiers’ Free Buffet to get 
some refreshment, but was there pulled up by 
the military police, who, as he could not show 
the telegram giving him extension, arrested him. 
He had never been in any court before, and 
had nothing against him. Had the military 
xolice wired to his commanding officer, it would 
ba been discovered that he was not an ab- 
sentee. He thought it was very hard. 

Mr. Alderman Moore thought so too, and said 
he thought the least the sergeant of the military 
police could have done was to wira to see if the 
man’s tale was true. It was a very pathetic 
story, and he had the sympathy of the Court. 
He was sure the military authorities would ac- 
cept his statement, and that he would not suffer, 


financially or otherwise. He would now go back

DUNDRUM PRISONERS OF WAR. 


- 

THE WORK OF MRS. GOFF'S DEPOT. 

Mrs. Goff has a dépét of necessaries for 
prisoners of war at No. 1 Sydenham road, Dun- 
drum, County Dublin, since December, 1914. 
When the dépét was opened, few of its sup- 
porters thought that the war would last so long. 
They thought that the need of such provident 
work would be gone before many months passed. 
But the long continuance.of war has not les- 
sened their ‘kind “activity.” They~ are still 
heartened to their self-created duty. They 
work, day in, day out, packing goods for Dublin 
Fusiliers imprisoned in Germany and in Bul- 
garia. How well those ladies work and with 
what goods our representative saw yesterday, 
when he was shown over the house by Mrs. Goff 
herself. The house is given over to the work; 
and it is not a small house. In each of its 
rooms one of the stages of packing is done by 
ladies who are clearly killa. The parcels are 
so well made up that any of their contents is un- 
likely to be lost in carriage. Those going to 
Bulgaria are sewn in canvas; all are very 
strongly packed. Their contents must comfort 
as well as sustain weary prisoners. Six parcels 
are sent to each man in the month. The cost 
of this care is high when there are one hundred 
men on the list. A good way of helping in the 
work is to “ adopt’ a prisoner of war—that is, 
to undertake the cost of sending to him parcels 
welcome from Dundrum Dépot. 


The application of the principles of 


| business organisation to the managem@nt 
‘of the affairs of the nation has elfected 
many changes in our outlook. To some 
observers. these changes do not seem all 
good, There are many persons who Say, 
with some show of reason, that certain 
eco,.omies partake too much of the nature 
of mortgaging the nation’s future to be 
sound. Such people fear that when, at 
the end of the war, we are faced with the 


tion we shall find ourselves unequipped in 
some important respects. That a good 
deal of attention and money should be de- 
voted even now to questions of vocational 
and technical training few will deny, and 
fewer still will disagree with Mr, Morgan 
when hé pleads for a larger expenditure 
upon these matters after the war. If we are 
to succeed in rebuilding our trade after the 
war, ‘‘we want every possible facility both 
for the actual work of research and for the 
training of highly skilled men, such as 
chemists and electricians, to supervise the 
work of our factories.’’ In this series of 
essays the author points out many advan- 
tages which have accrued to the German 
business men from the rigid, disciplinary 
organisation which they apply to their 
affairs. He covers a wide field in the 
course of his discussions on “ Limitations 
of Production,” “Modern Retail Service,’ 
etc., but most of his essays have the merit 
of being brief and pointed, if somewhat 
didactic. , 

The second volume before us is of a more 
arresting character. In it the author cap- 
tures attention at once by asserting 
roundly that it costs more to sell goods 
than to make them. This is shocking, but 
we in Ireland, who have had experience 
recently of the middlemen’s profits on the 
Sale of farm produce, hardly require the 
argument which Mr. Derrick states elabo- 
rately and well to convince us of its truth. 
It is, of course, true that in recent years 
the cost of production has decreased, ac- 
cording as labour and time-saving ma- 
chines have been developed and economies 
in materials and processes been effected. 
It is, unfortunately, also true that at the 
same time the cost of selling has been in- 
creased by the greater competition result- 
ing from thé lowered cost of production 
and greater transport facilities. Sens these 
two facts it is clear that the basis of 
modern business methods is economically 
unsound. Wedo not, however, draw from 
them the conclusion which Mr. Derrick 
makes the text for his book—namely, that 
“the increased efficiency of selling is sb- 
solutely essential to continued commercial 
success, and that it offers the only means 
of any material reduction of price to the 
consumer, or of increase of profit to the 
producer.”’ ; : 

This is not the place to advance a 
theory oí political economy, but we think 
that Afr. Derrick attributes far too much 
importance to the middlemen when he as- 
serfs that “the middleman all thróugh his- 
tory has dominated the manufacturer. Car- 
thaginian and Venetian merchant princes, 
the Dutch and Flemish traders. ...,. 
have stood between the maker and the con: 
sumer of merchandise and extorted their 
own terms of purchase and resale.’ This 
he advances dfter the manner of the logi- 
clan who said that “as murder has ex- 
isted since the time of Cain, it always will 
exist, and is therefore right.” The fact, 
which Mr. Derrick does not deal with 
clearly, is that, since the introduction of 
steam and machinery, the distributing 
class has gradually acquired dominion over 
the producer and consumer at the expense 
of both. Mr. Derrick’s work is, in the 
last resort, an apologia for the middlemen, 
but it is not to them so much as to the 
producers that we look for the increase of 
the national wealth.
